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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


This  is  the  fifteenth  report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  During  the  year  1997,  this  Board 
conducted  eighteen  (18)  public  hearings  where  variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  were 
sought  by  property  owners  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  Of  these  cases,  seventeen  were 
approved  and  six  were  either  denied  or  withdrawn. 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  are  issued  by  the  Board  when  its  members  find  due 
hardships  to  the  petitioner  in  failure  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build  and  when  granting  or  a 
variance  does  not  materially  or  adversely  affect  the  public  or  the  abutting  property 
owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if  they  were  not  provided 
some  means  of  granting  relief  to  owners  of  land  from  hardships  that  arise  from  the  strict 
application  of  the  law.  No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  of  by-law  is  drawn,  there 
are  bound  to  be  cases  in  which  literal  application  of  the  law  deprives  the  owners  of  all,  or 
almost  all  beneficial  use  of  his  land.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  year  1 997  was  a  busy  year  for  the  sewer  commissioners  and  the  sewer  department. 
Richard  F.  Simmons  was  reelected  to  another  three  year  term  on  the  board. 

The  Board  meets  the  2nd  and  4th  Wednesdays  of  the  month,  unless  otherwise  posted 
with  the  town  clerk’s  office.  If  you  would  like  to  meet  with  the  board  we  ask  that  you  call 
our  office  and  make  an  appointment  to  be  placed  on  our  agenda. 

Sewer  billings  are  done  bi-yearly  during  the  months  of  January  and  July.  The  January 
1998  Sewer  rate  has  not  been  set  to  the  date  and  not  included  in  this  report  due  to  publishing 
dates.  The  board  is  still  awaiting  to  hear  from  the  city  of  Taunton  regarding  the  results  of 
the  bidding  process  to  upgrade  Taunton’s  wastewater  treatment  plant.  Estimates  to  upgrade 
the  plant  are  considered  to  be  $10,000,000.00  and  Dighton’s  cost  is  5%  to  contribute  to  the 
upgrade.  Raynham  will  also  have  to  contribute  a  percentage  of  costs  to  the  upgrade  of  the 
plant. 

The  Sewer  Commissioners  received  a  gift  of  a  water  meter  reader  gun  from  Dighton 
Power.  Associates.  We  are  now  able  to  read  the  Dighton  water  district’s  water  meters  each 
March  and  September.  This  will  give  us  a  fair  and  accurate  information  of  residents  accounts. 
This  should  eliminate  problems  we  have  faced  in  the  past  with  Dighton  water  districts 
residents  regarding  Sewer  billings. 

The  board  had  preliminary  plans  submitted  by  the  Forest  Hills  Estates  developers  were 
submitted  in  December,  1996  and  were  rejected  by  the  Board  due  to  lack  of  information. 
During  June  again  definitive  plans  were  submitted  and  rejected  by  this  Board.  The  Definitive 
plans  are  still  being  reviewed  by  this  Board  with  the  requested  changes  to  meet  the  objectives 
and  goals  of  the  Sewer  by-laws,  including  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  system  and 
pump  stations.  The  Board  does  not  believe  that  the  type  of  Sewer  system  proposed  by  the 
developers  is  good  for  the  town  as  represented  in  those  definitive  plans.

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  are  still  pursuing  monies  for  extending  the  sewers. 
Our  problems  lie  with  stricter  laws  regarding  the  Massachusetts  Sanitary  Code  -  Title  V  - 
and  the  Federal  Clean  Water  Act.  This  is  forcing  the  Sewer  Commissioners  to  re-evaluate 
our  need  to  extend  our  sewer  lines.  Our  “sewer”  master  plan  was  done  in  1978  and  only 
addresses  the  North  Dighton  area.  To  be  eligible  for  grant  monies  or  monies  with  no  interest 
or  low  interest  loans  we  will  need  the  help  of  town  meeting  so  this  plan  can  be  updated  and 
completed.  The  Board  plans  to  submit  articles  to  update  the  plan  we  have  and  to  include  the 
rest  of  Dighton  in  this  overall  plan.  The  Board  is  well  aware  of  trouble  spots  in  town 
especially  in  South  Dighton.  We  have  also  kept  in  contact  with  our  State  Representative 
Joan  Menard  and  Senator  Marc  Pacheco  as  well  as  our  Federal  Representative,  Barney 
Frank  in  this  matter.  Our  Office  Manager,  Marylou  Drown  has  been  keeping  up-to-date 
with  various  information,  new  laws  and  what  little  State-Federal  grants  might  be  available. 

In  concluding  to  this  report  the  Board  also  wishes  to  thank  Harold  J.  Gracia,  Jr.,  our 
employees,  and  Maylou  Drown,  our  Office  Manager.  Our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Mrs.  Brenda  Herbeck,  Town  Clerk;  Mrs.  Janice  Boucher,  Town  Accountant;

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO 

CONTROL  PROJECT 
DECEMBER  31, 1997 

On  June  30,  1997  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed  thirty-eight 
years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito  breeding 
sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures  of  control 
in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitoes. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  -  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice  during  the 
winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  -  To  reduce  the  emergencies  of  adult  mosquitoes  in 
areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins  and 
storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and  number 
-  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitoes  is  also 
useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  -  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drainage 
ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that  are 
environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized. 
We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental 
conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different 
formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that  dosage  rates 
remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our 
spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend  classes 
on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis. 

The  1997  mosquito  season  got  underway  with  mosquito  larvae  appearing  in  many 
wetland  areas  by  mid-March.  Mosquito  breeding  sites  were  much  larger  than  previous 
years  due  to  the  extremely  high  water  levels.  This  resulted  in  unusually  large  broods  of 
adult  mosquitoes. 

We  began  our  adult  mosquito  fogging  program  the  last  week  of  May.  The  demand  for 
our  service  was  intense  as  the  residents  were  concerned  about  the  safety  of  their  children’s 
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health.  Media  coverage  of  a  possible  EEE  threat  for  the  1997  season  alarmed  many  residents 
that  bordered  wetland. 

Our  calls  for  service  this  mosquito  season  were  the  highest  ever.  It  was  mid-July  before 
we  finally  knocked  the  mosquito  population  down  to  tolerable  levels. 

Throughout  Southeastern  Massachusetts  this  season  a  total  of  23  isolates  of  EEE  virus 
were  found  in  non-human  biting  mosquitoes.  Although  the  virus  was  found  in  two  areas  of 
Bristol  County  there  were  no  human  cases. 

The  Massachusetts  Dept,  of  Public  Health  and  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control 
keep  a  close  watch  on  the  EEE  virus  activity  to  help  insure  the  safety  of  the  residents  of 
Bristol  County. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with  our  regular  spraying  of  known 
infested  areas  for  a  total  of  3,180.6  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  22.6  acres  of  breeding  wetlands  were  larvicided. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Dighton  for  their  continued 
support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should 
anyone  have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a  mosquito  problem  in  their 
area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an 
area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

Call  either  office  for  any  information 
you  may  be  looking  for. 

“PRIME  TIME”  our  latest  addition  is  located  in  the  lower  level  of  the  Town  Hall  on  Rt. 
1 38.  “PRIME  TIME”  is  an  Adult  Supportive  /  Respite  Day  care.  (We  offer  temporary  relief 
or  rest  for  caregivers  who  need  help.)  Supervision  is  offered  on  a  daily  basis  5  days  a  week 
from  8:30  to  3.  A  Home  like  atmosphere  is  provided  fostering  openness,  sharing,  laughter, 
and  understanding  in  an  informal  setting.  Elders  benefit  from  stimulation  and  support  of  a 
small  group  as  well  as  participating  in  regularly  scheduled  activities  and  programs.  “PRIME 
TIME”  offers  elders  an  opportunity  to  socialize,  enjoy  a  light  breakfast,  a  nutritious  lunch 
and  snacks  with  their  peers.  The  Goal  of  the  program  is  to  foster  personal  enrichment  and 
to  promote  the  highest  level  of  social  functioning  in  a  safe,  caring  and  nurturing  environment. 
Our  Staff  is  devoted,  caring  and  creative.  They  benefit  from  receiving  as  much  love  and 
learning  as  they  give. 

We  are  very  proud  to  announce  that  “PRIME  TIME”  is  self  supporting  at  this  time,  due 
to  grants,  a  trust  award  and  donations  and  that  we  are  doing  a  genuine  service  to  our 
Community,  and  the  communities  around  us. 

To  date  50  clients  have  come  to  our  program,  and  currently  we  have  21  enrolled.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  second  (2nd)  Annual  Report  for  the  Dighton  Fire 
Department  as  required  by  Section  41  of  Chapter  48  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

The  Dighton  Fire  Department  has  been  extremely  busy  in  1997.  During  the  past  year 
the  Fire  Department  has  continued  to  update  equipment  and  the  training  of  personnel. 

February  1997  - 1  applied  for  and  received  a  license  for  the  Town  of  Dighton  to  upgrade 
our  ambulance  service  from  Basic  Life  Support  to  Advanced  Life  Support. 

April  1997  -  Firefighter  -  1  training  program  was  introduced  to  the  Fire  Department 
with  eighteen  (18)  members  participating. 

Four  members  of  our  Water  Rescue  Team  received  certification  in  Advanced  Open 
Water  Rescue  Diving. 

The  Fire  Department  also  added  new  computerizing  Fire  Fighting  Programs  and  a  new 
Water  Rescue  Program  to  our  agenda  along  with  two  (2)  water  rescue  diving  suits  for  cold 
water  rescue. 

I  am  proud  to  announce  that  in  September  1997,  the  Town  of  Dighton  received  its  new 
Ambulance  and  a  new  Emergency  Technician  Training  Course  was  introduced  to  the  Fire 
Department. 

October  1997  -  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  Academy  notified  the  Fire  Department 
we  were  approved  and  would  receive  a  grant  from  them  in  the  amount  of  $4,41 1 .51  to  be 
utilized  for  Fire  Prevention  Programs  for  Pre  School  and  Elementary  School  children. 

November  1997  -  Twenty  (20)  members  of  the  Dighton  Fire  Department  attended 
Incident  Command  Training  School.  The  twelve  (12)  hour  course  was  given  by  the 
Massachusetts  Fire  Academy,  designed  to  help  emergency  personnel  to  better  understand 
Radio  Communications  and  Command  Leadership. 

However,  the  Fire  Department  is  always  looking  toward  the  future. 

The  North  End  Fire  Station  (Station  2)  must  have  a  newly  constructed  addition.  The 
existing  structure  is  too  small  at  the  present  time  to  accommodate  any  new  Fire  Apparatus. 
The  age  of  the  trucks  now  at  Station  1  are  of  great  concern  to  me. 

The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  emergency  calls  also  greatly  concerns  me. 

Unfortunately,  Station  2  will  remain  unmanned  until  such  time  the  Town  of  Dighton 
can  afford  to  add  additional  full  time  personnel  to  man  the  Station. 

A  special  thanks  is  extended  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire  Department  tor 
their  performance  and  dedication  to  the  Town  of  Dighton.  I  also  want  to  thank  the  Police 
Department,  Highway  Department,  Building  Inspector  and  the  residents  of  Dighton  tor 
their  continuous  assistance  and  support. 

Congratulations  are  extended  to  John  Boarman  for  completing  training  and  becoming 
a  Certified  EMT. 

The  Fire  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  79 1  incidents  which  includes  397  Ambulance 
and  Rescue  Calls.

•  Approximately  18  private  Mooring  registered  in  1997. 

•  TYC  provided  approximately  29  listings  of  Members  -  Mooring  Field  Yearly  Permit 
required. 

•  SYC  now  have  Army  Corp.  approval  for  29  Moorings;  yearly  permit  required.*  (Only 
18  Mooring  owners  this  year). 

•  Shaw’s  “SLIPS”  are  full  +  4  confirmed  yearly  permitted  Storm  Moorings  in  operation. 

•  *A  list  indicated  Reg.#’s/name  and  telephone  #’s  provided  by  July  of  each  year.  It 
would  be  easy  to  find  owner  without  calling  Boston  Registration  people,  if  or  when  a 
boat  breaks  loose  and  flounders  on  shore.  A  copy  can  be  given  to  Police  Department,  if 
desired. 

•  Various  problems  encountered  this  year  from  contacts  with  non-registered  boats,  boat 
debr,  to  explanations  of  local  boat  taxes,  Mooring  violations,  speeding  and  wake 
generations  in  Mooring  areas,  (a  big  thing)  etc.  Thanks  to  Ron  Morino’s  efforts, 
speeding  and  uncalled  for  wake  problems  have  been  minimized,  but  Harbor  Master’s 
Office  will  purchase  (2)  floating  “No  Wake”  signs  next  year. 

•  Eel  Trappers  were  not  as  prevalent  in  this  years  Dighton’s  portion  of  the  River.  Very 
difficult  to  police  this  activity  without  pulling  pots  or  constant  surveillance.  Note: 

River  ‘still*  polluted:  no  shell  fishing. 

•  Old  ICI  has  not  pulled  their  pipe  in  the  River  when  they  moved  out.  Marker  not  seen, 
but  should  not  be  a  problem. 

•  I  formally  requested  that  all  Moorings  be  checked  each  year  by  Yacht  Clubs,  as  well  as 
advised  Y.C./Marinas,  that  all  waste  oil  must  be  accounted  for.  This  year  a  State 
funded  Pump  Out  Boat  is  in  the  River,  Louis  Moniz  can  be  contacted  by  phone  for 
service  (#672-2849). 

•  Placement  of  private  aids  to  navigate  markers  on  the  Dighton  portion  (North  of  Shaws) 
of  the  River  is  still  holding  up.  Looks  and  still  is  great  thanks  to  T.R.A.! 

•  On  new/renewed  applications,  Moorings  are  required  to  be  marked  with  registration 
numbers,  so  that  no  problems,  as  to  true  ownership,  will  reoccur.  So  far,  this  has 
worked  out  well. 

•  No  up-to-date  Registration  or  Documentation  of  Boat  -  No  Mooring.  Also,  no  Mooring 
without  a  current  boat.  No  Mooring  Permit  transferred  except  to  immediate  family. 

•  Met  with  Coastal  Zone  Management  and  Taunton  River  Alliance  People  on  various 
occasions. 

•  Ron  Morino  of  Pleasant  St.  (3-yr.  position  as  Assistant  Harbormaster)  has  acted 
diligently  in  the  interest  of  Dighton  in  this  position.  By  copy  of  this  report,  he  will  be 
reappointed  for  another  3-year  term  (August  1998).

The  Dighton  Historical  Commission  lost  a  devoted  historian  in  the  death  of  Charles  W. 
Harris,  Chairman  of  the  Dighton  Historical  Commission  since  it  was  formed  in  1973. 

Jeffrey  Philbrook  was  added  to  the  commission  in  February  1997.  We  now  have  filing 
space  in  the  front  office  at  the  Town  Hall  and  important  materials  will  be  kept  there. 

Elaine  Varley  photo  copied  the  inventory  forms  on  many  of  the  historic  buildings  in 
town,  and  Colette  McKeon  is  cataloging  them  and  they  will  be  available  in  the  Library  for 
public  use. 

Fred  Woodcock  is  working  on  publishing  a  quarterly  newsletter  to  be  distributed  in 
town. 

The  State  Historical  Commission  approved  of  the  Dighton  Wharves  Historic  District, 
including  4  dwellings  and  three  wharves  at  2298-2328  Pleasant  Street  and  the  Coram  Shipyard 
Historic  District,  2 1 20-2 130  Water  Street,  two  dwellings  and  wharf  where  the  Taunton  Yacht 
club  is  now  located. 

The  Districts,  after  ten  years  of  work,  were  accepted  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic 
Places  in  July  1997.  The  certificate  was  presented  to  the  Selectmen  on  October  29,  1997.  It 
is  now  framed  and  hung  in  the  conference  room  of  the  town  hall. 

Finally,  after  a  lengthy  discussion  a  fund  named  the  “SEGREGANSET  SCHOOL 
RESTORATION”  was  set  up  and  businesses  and  individuals  are  being  contacted  for 
donations.  Donations  may  be  sent  to  the  Town  Hall,  979  Somerset  Avenue,  Dighton,  Ma. 

An  application  for  a  grant  was  sent  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Historical  Commission 
for  aid  in  this  project. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Dighton  Street  Department  for  the  work  done  on  the  school  house 
to  help  protect  the  building  until  more  work  can  be  done  by  a  contractor.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


We  hereby  submit  this  annual  report  of  the  Dighton  Public  Library  for  1997  to  the 
residents  of  Dighton. 

During  1997  the  library  underwent  changes  in  growth  and  personnel.  Our  third  full 
year  of  automation  has  shown  a  dramatic  increased  in  circulation  and  library  usage. 
Dighton  patrons  are  able  to  use  our  Public  Access  Computer,  to  locate  materials  and  place 
their  own  holds  on  books  and  other  materials  available  from  other  libraries.  We  receive 
daily  delivery  of  materials  requested  from  other  libraries  so  holds  and  requests  are  quickly 
filled .  Access  to  the  ABLE  catalogue  is  now  available  at  home  through  your  internet  service 
so  patrons  can  place  holds  on  items  at  home  and  pick  them  up  at  the  library. 

The  Library  has  seen  personnel  changes  during  1997.  In  October,  Ginette  Bays  was 
hired  to  replace  Cheryl  Furtado  as  circulation  /  catalogue  librarian. 

The  library  continues  to  provide  services  to  the  Dighton  schools  through  use  of  a 
homework  /  project  alert  for  teachers  and  weekly  visits  to  classrooms.  During  1997  the 
Dighton  Public  Library  (DPL)  loaned  2173  items  to  the  elementary  school.  Students  have 
many  resources  available  to  them  at  the  library  for  school  projects,  such  as,  CD-Rom 
workstation,  internet  access,  magazine  databases,  fax  services  for  reference,  word  processing, 
and  encyclopedias.  The  DPL  received  a  $6000  grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library 
Commissioners  to  open  a  Homework  Center  in  the  library  for  students  in  grades  five  through 
eight.  Members  of  the  Dighton  Highway  Department  were  able  to  help  clean  out  half  of  the 
storage  area  in  the  library  basement  and  construct  a  wonderful  space  for  the  new  Homework 
Center.  The  Homework  Center  opened  on  December  1,  1997  with  new  school  related 
reference  materials,  CD-Rom  programs  ,  a  new  computer  work  station  and  new  furniture. 
Maggie  St. Ours,  Youth  Librarian,  worked  closely  with  the  middle  school  teachers  to  be 
able  to  provide  materials  closely  related  to  school  work  and  projects.  Maggie  also  promoted 
use  of  the  library  by  planning  holiday  parties  and  events,  school  vacation  week  activities 
and  three  weekly  story  /  craft  hour  for  children. 

The  DPL  offers  a  home  delivery  outreach  program  to  Dighton  residents  who  are  65 
years  or  older  and /  or  disabled  and  can  not  come  to  the  library. 

In  March  1 997  the  DPL  received  $5,64 1 .  from  the  state  Meg/Lig  program  for  compliance 
with  state  library  regulations.  The  purpose  of  the  State  Aid  to  Public  Libraries  is  to: 

•  encourage  towns  to  support  and  improve  public  library  services 

•  compensate  for  disparities  in  municipal  funding  capacities 

•  offset  the  cost  of  circulation  materials  to  Massachusetts  non-residents 

The  library  received  $800  from  the  Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery  Council  to  fund 
enrichment  programs  during  the  summer  reading  program.  The  programs  were  well  attended 
and  helped  promote  a  successful  summer  reading  program. 

The  Friends  of  the  DPL  have  had  a  successful  year.  The  friends  enjoyed  the  “Night  at 
the  Cabaret”  with  Shirley  McAfee.  The  Fourth  Annual  Strawberry  Festival  was  held  in  June 
and  was  a  successful  fund-raiser  for  the  DPL.  The  proceeds  from  the  Strawberry  Festival 
paid  for  a  pass  to  the  Boston  Children’s  museum.  The  Friends  were  also  able  to  purchase  a 
pass  to  the  Rogers  William’s  Park  Zoo.  The  holidays  were  busy  at  the  library  .  The  Friends 
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sponsored  the  Children’s  Christmas  party.  On  December  4,  selected  members  of  the  DMS 
chorus  sang  holiday  songs  to  bring  seasonal  cheer  to  the  library. 

The  staff  and  trustees  sincerely  appreciate  the  support  and  generosity  of  the  residents 
of  Dighton.  We  have  made  great  strides  to  improve  our  services  and  will  continue  to  do  so 
in  the  future.

The  Dighton  D.  A.R.E.  Program  graduated  98  students  in  April  from  the  core  curriculum 
program  and  also  conducted  classes  in  grades  K,  2,  4.  Other  activities  held  were  Roller 
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Skating  Parties  for  the  entire  Middle  School  and  a  visit  from  the  New  England  Patriots 
linebacker  Marty  Morre  who  spoke  to  all  the  students  in  the  Dighton  Middle  School  on 
staying  healthy  and  drug  free.  Bicycle  Safety  -  Presentation  -  Perfection  on  Wheels  was 
held  in  Mar  for  students  of  the  Middle  School  and  Elementary  Schools.  DARE  Officer 
Durta  and  Health  Coordinator  Andrea  Priest  applied  for  and  received  a  secondary  grant  to 
provide  funds  for  the  Gun  Safety  Program  that  was  taught  to  first  and  third  grade  students. 
Ptlm  Dutra  also  obtained  re-certification  to  instruct  grades  7  and  8.  The  Third  Annual  Golf 
Tournament  w^s  held  and  achieved  its  greatest  success.  The  DARE  Program  will  continue 
to  grow  in  the  following  year.  Ptlm.  Dutra  would  like  to  thank  the  D-R  School  District, 
Dighton  PTO,  members  of  the  Police  Department,  the  Dighton  Police  Association,  Marty 
Moore  and  the  people  of  Dighton  for  their  support. 

The  following  Safety  Programs  were  held  at  Bristol  County  Agricultural  School.  Bus 
Evacuation  and  also  Marty  Moore,  linebacker  of  the  New  England  Patriots  came  to  the 
Aggie  School  and  spoke  with  Students  Against  Drunk  Driving  (SADD). 

Ptlm.  Charles  Brown  is  currently  Liasion  Officer  for  Dighton-Rehoboth  High  School, 
working  with  Principal  Trent  Danella,  and  other  school  officials  in  dealing  with  crimes 
taken  place  at  the  school.  He  is  also  the  Department’s  Police  Prosecutor  for  1st  District 
Court  and  Juvenile  Court.  Ptlm.  Brown  is  also  the  town’s  Truant  Officer.  He  has  attented 
“Wellness”  Massachusetts  Interscholastic  Athletic  Association  seminar  and  member  of  the 
committee  to  promote  health  and  wellness  for  all  students  in  the  community.  He  has  attended 
various  PTA  meetings  at  D-R.  Ptlm.  Brown  is  a  member  of  the  Breathalyzer  Committee  at 
the  Dighton-Rehoboth  High  School  of  which  he  voted  in  favor  of  a  controversial  decision 
in  giving  a  breathalyzer  test  to  students  at  the  Junior  and  Senior  Proms. 

Four  Officers  went  to  C.O.B.W.E.B.  Mountain  Bike  School,  Sgt.  R.  MacDonald,  Ptlm. 
Douglas  P.  Roy,  Ptlm.  Edward  F.  Dutra  and  Ptlm.  David  P.  McGuirk  were  in  attendance. 

Two  mountain  bikes  were  purchased  through  grant  money  for  the  town’s  mobile  bike 
patrol(s)  which  was  placed  into  service. 

We  have  been  successful  in  receiving  grants  that  we  have  applied  for  and  have  used 
them  to  provide  funding  for  the  DARE  Program,  and  Community  Policing.  DARE  Funds 
from  the  state  $6,000.00  and  Community  Policing  $4,500.00.  We  also  continue  to  receive 
funding  for  the  newly  hired  patrolman  through  the  COPS  Fats  $75,000.00  grant.  This  three 
year  Federal  Grant  from  the  COPS  Fast  project  of  the  Nation’s  new  crime  bill  that  is  being 
used  to  finance  this  officer. 

I  request  your  support  to  aid  us  in  fighting  crime,  because  without  a  joint  effort  from  all 
of  us  we  may  never  be  able  to  bridge  the  gap  between  enforcement  and  crime  and  it’s 
control.  Please  do  not  hesitate  to  call  your  police  department  to  report  anything  you  may 
believe  to  be  suspicious  in  nature  or  out  of  the  ordinary  in  behavior.  Dial  9 1 1  for  Emergencies 
to  Report  a  Crime,  Save  a  Life,  Report  a  Fire.  You  may  use  669-67 1 1  for  all  other  business. 

In  closing,  I  request  the  continued  support  of  all  as  we  face  the  increasingly  complex 
challenges  of  the  future.  I  wish  to  thank  all  department  personnel  for  their  contributions  as 
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well  as  all  our  town  officials  and  employees,  state,  county,  and  federal  employees  we  work 
with,  and  a  special  thanks  to  the  Dighton  Police  Associatioon  for  their  continued  support  to 
the  department.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  our  local  merchants,  Marty  Moore,  Deborah 
Gagnon  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  citizens  of  the  town  for  their  unselfish  assistance  and 
support.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
PLANNING  &  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

(SRPEDD) 

The  Town  of  Dighton  continued  its  participation  in  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning 
&  Economic  Development  District  during  1997.  SRPEDD  (pronounced  sir-ped)  is  the 
regional  agency  serving  twenty-seven  cities  and  towns  in  southeastern  Massachusetts.  We 
are  governed  by  a  commission  of  local  mayors,  selectmen,  planning  board  members  and  at- 
large  members.  We  are  funded  by  federal  and  state  grants  and  local  assessments.  For  2997, 
the  Town  of  Dighton  paid  $844.65  for  our  services,  based  upon  an  assessment  of  15  cents 
per  capita. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  was  represented  on  the  SRPEDD  Commission  by  Elizabeth 
Balaschak  and  Bruce  Murphy.  The  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group  representative  was 
Richard  Simmons. 

Some  of  SRPEDD’s  more  significant  accomplishments  during  1997  were: 

•  SRPEDD  compiled  and  published  119  “priority  development  areas”  and  60  “priority 
protection  areas”  as  areas  nominated  by  cities  and  towns  where  development  is  appropriate 
and  encouraged  or  areas  where  preservation  is  important. 

•  SRPEDD  organized  the  regionwide  Vision  2020  Project  to  address  growth  issues  in  the 
50  city  and  town  area  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts.  A  Task  Force  of  regional  civic 
leaders  has  been  organized  to  guide  this  effort. 

•  We  completed  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP)  which  set  regional 
priorities  for  $229  million  of  federal  transportation  funds  over  three  years.  The  TIP  budgeted 
funds  for  the  Relocation  of  Rt.  44  from  Carver  to  Plymouth,  the  first  contact  for  the 
replacement  of  the  Brightman  Street  Bridge  between  Fall  River  and  Somerset,  operating 
and  capital  funds  for  SRTA  and  GATRA,  and  other  highway  and  bridge  projects  in  the 
region;  such  as  the  Elm  Street  Bridge  in  Mansfield,  the  Crane  Street  Bridge  in  Norton, 
Tremont  Street  in  Taunton,  Davol  Street  at  Rt.  6  in  Fall  River,  Brook  Street  in  Seekonk, 
and  the  Cranberry  Highway  in  Wareham. 

•  SPREDD  worked  with  the  two  regional  transit  authorities,  GATRA  and  SRTA,  on  issues 
such  as  route  evaluations,  marketing,  service  to  elderly  and  disabled  persons,  ridership 
data  evaluation,  welfare  to  work  initiatives,  and  special  Transportation  Demand 
Management  grants  for  Wareham  service  and  summer  festival  service  for  New  Bedford 
and  Fall  River. 

•  SPREDD  maintains  a  web  site  which  contains  data  and  information  about  every  city  and 
town  in  the  region  -  we  can  be  reached  at  http://www.srpedd.org.  SRPEDD  also  operates 
the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Data  Center,  providing  information  to  businesses,  cities 
and  towns,  and  individuals. 

•  SRPEDD  approved  $  1 ,437,000  for  6  Transportation  Enhancement  projects  in  the  region. 
Included  was  the  construction  of  bicycle  paths  in  Fairhaven,  Fall  River,  and  Wareham; 
planning  and  design  funds  for  a  Mattapoisett  bike  path;  a  Buzzards  Bay  stormwater 
mitigation  project  and  a  Runnins  River  Pollitant  Remediation  project  in  Seekonk. 

•  An  International  Transportation  report  was  prepared  by  SRPEDD  for  the  New  Bedford 
Area  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  addresses  and  makes  recommendations  for  the  linkage 
of  the  airport,  seaport,  rail,  bus  and  highway  modes  of  travel  and  freight  transfer. 
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•  SRPEDD  continued  to  assist  the  ports  of  New  Bedford/Fairhaven  and  Fall  River/Somerset 
on  harbor  issues  involving  freight  movement,  dredging,  national  park  planning,  and 
passenger  ferries. 

•  The  region’s  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  was  completed  and  certified  by 
the  U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration,  making  the  region  eligible  for  federal 
economic  development  grants  from  EDA.  The  EDA  priority  projects  for  1997  were:  the 
Fall  River,  Kerr  Mill  Redevelopment;  New  Bedford,  Rt.  1 8/Walnut  Street  Reconstruction 
(aquarium  site);  New  Bedford/Dartmouth,  Industrial  Park  Expansions  in  Attleboro,  Taunton 
and  Wareham. 

•  SRPEDD  conducts  a  district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintains  a  computer 
file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  throughout  the  region.  SRPEDD  undertook  over  one 
hundred  24-hour  automatic  traffic  counts  throughout  Southeastern  Massachusetts,  many 
of  which  included  a  calculation  of  the  speed  of  traffic  and  vehicle  classification. 

•  SRPEDD  also  compiled  computerized  accident  records  for  13  communities.  This  data  is 
used  to  publish  the  region’s  25  most  dangerous  intersections  and  road  segments.  This 
information  helps  with  the  redesign  of  the  dangerous  areas. 

•  SRPEDD  prepared  the  1997  Regional  Transportation  Plan  which  identified  future 
transportation  needs  in  the  region,  and  has  just  released  a  region  wide  Congestion 
Management  Study  which  seeks  to  reduce  traffic  congestion.  A  special  study,  with  and 
engineering  consultant,  is  underway  for  four  problem  highway  interchanges:  Route  24/ 
140,  Taunton;  I-95/Toner  Blvd.,  Attleboro/North  Attleborough;  I-495/Main  Street/Route 
140,  Mansfield;  and  I- 195/Route  6,  Swansea. 

•  SRPEDD  prepared  the  Regional  Traffic  Accidents  1994-1996  report  identifying  the  100 
most  dangerous  intersections  and  50  most  dangerous  roads  in  the  region. 

•  SRPEDD  maintained  a  computerized  Travel  Demand  Model  that  projects  traffic  volumes 
to  the  year  2020. 

•  SRPEDD  continued  its  affiliation  with  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED) 
Corporation,  which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In  1997  SEED  approved 
loans  to  1 1 8  small  businesses  in  the  amount  of  $  1 5  Million.  These  loans  leveraged  another 
$25  million  in  bank  financing  and  are  projected  to  create  600  new  jobs. 

•  SRPEDD  worked  with  the  Mass.  Highway  Department  and  its  consultant  Vollmer 
Associates  on  the  development  of  a  Major  Investment  Study  for  improvements  to  Route 
44  in  Raynham,  Lakeville  and  Middleborough.  The  key  issue  is  removal  of  the 
Middleborough  Rotary  and  double  barreling  of  Route  44.  An  Environmental  Impact 
Statement  will  be  released  in  1998. 

In  addition,  municipal  assistance  was  provided. to  Dighton  in  the  following  areas: 

•  Subdivision  Review 

•  Technical  Assistant  Title  5  Grant  (Septic  locations) 

•  SRPEDD  computerized  1994  through  1996  accident  data 

SRPEDD  was  created  to  serve  the  cities  and  towns  of  southeastern  Massachusetts.  We  are 

governed  by  elected  and  appointed  officials  from  all  the  cities  and  towns.  We  look  forward 

to  serving  you  in  the  future.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


I  hereby  submit  my  first  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Having  served  as  the 
Assistant  Superintendent  since  1991,  I  was  familiar  with  the  events  and  activities  that 
occurred  during  the  1 996-97  school  year.  The  school  district  completed  the  third  year  of  the 
strategic  planning  process  that  focused  upon  making  specific  improvement  in  critical  areas 
as  mandated  by  the  Massachusetts  Educational  Reform  Act  of  1 993.  With  greater  emphasis 
on  administration,  teacher,  and  student  accountability,  the  educational  reform  act  has  been 
a  key  impetus  to  raise  standards  for  all  members  of  the  educational  community.  This  school 
district  had  the  insight,  prior  to  the  passage  of  education  reform,  to  develop  a  long-term 
planning  and  implementation  process  that  contained  the  significant  elements  emphasized  in 
that  law.  During  the  1996-97  school  year,  the  major  categories  addressed  were  technology, 
professional  development,  teacher  evaluation,  curriculum  and  instruction,  and  school 
facilities. 

Technology: 

At  the  completion  of  the  1996-97  school  year,  the  status  of  technology  in  the  district  was  as 
follows: 

•  A  district-wide  technology  plan  for  the  years  1997-2002  was  completed. 

•  Full-time  educational  technology  specialists  were  available  in  the  K-8’s  and  high  school 
levels. 

•  Revised  building  level  technology  plans  were  completed  based  on  the  district-wide 
technology  plan. 

Professional  Development: 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  school  district’s  staff  development  committee,  a  wide  range  of 
after-school  programs  were  offered  in  the  following  areas: 

•  Science  instruction 

•  Mathematics  instruction 

•  Teaching  in  the  heterogeneous  classroom 

•  Inclusion  education 

•  Critical  thinking 

•  Open-ended  questions 

The  school  district’s  teachers  also  took  advantage  of  professional  development 
offerings  sponsored  by  the  Technology  Center,  READS,  ERR,  and  the  SMARTS 
Collaborative.  Additionally,  approximately  50%  of  the  teachers  within  the  school  district 
enrolled  in  graduate  level  courses  at  local  colleges  and  universities. 

Teacher  Evaluation: 

Through  the  most  recent  collective  bargaining  agreement  with  the  teachers’  association, 
the  school  district  completed  the  first  year  of  a  new  teacher  evaluation  instrument.  Instead 
of  a  checklist,  teachers  and  administrators  collaboratively  developed  goals  and  objectives 
based  upon  individual,  school,  or  district  needs.  The  purpose  of  this  new  evaluation  system 
is  make  supervision  and  evaluation  more  relevant  and  to  improve  instruction  in  the 
classroom. 

Curriculum  and  Instruction: 

The  school  district  re-established  three  task  forces  (language  arts,  social  studies,  and 
physical  education/health)  to  align  the  district’s  curriculum  to  the  state  curriculum 
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frameworks.  The  state  frameworks  are  guidelines  that  all  schools  in  Massachusetts  should 
follow  to  insure  that  students  will  possess  the  knowledge  and  skills  necessary  to  be 
successful  on  the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS)  to  be 
administered  in  the  spring  of  1998.  All  students  in  grade  four,  eight,  and  ten  will  be  required 
to  participate  in  this  testing  process.  District,  school,  class,  and  individual  scores  will  be 
reported.  In  order  to  promote  the  goal  of  having  all  students  read  at  grade  level,  a  pilot 
instructional  program  in  reading  was  instituted  at  the  Palmer  River  School.  A  similar 
program  utilizing  Title  One  personnel  was  developed  at  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

School  Facilities: 

A  number  of  important  initiatives  were  undertaken  in  the  area  of  school  facilities: 

•  Renovations  and  additions  to  the  Dorothy  L.  Beckwith  Middle  School  were  completed. 

•  Citizens  of  Rehoboth  approved  a  debt  exclusion  vote  for  renovations  and  additions  to  the 
Palmer  River  School. 

•  An  elementary  school  facility  needs  committee  in  Dighton  recommended  both  a  short  and 
long-term  plan  to  renovate  and  add  to  the  existing  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

•  Renovations  to  science  laboratory  facilities  were  completed  at  the  high  school. 

Special  Education: 

The  philosophy  of  the  school  district  continues  to  be  to  maintain  high  quality  special 
education  programs  with  reasonable  financial  commitments.  A  substantial  majority  of 
special  education  students  participate  in  inclusion  programs  aimed  at  providing  the 
“maximum  feasible  benefit  in  the  least  restrictive  environment”.  The  cost  of  tuition  and 
transportation  for  students  placed  in  out  of  district  programs  continues  to  be  a  major  concern 
for  all  school  districts  in  the  Commonwealth.  A  legislative  sub-committee  has  been  formed 
to  address  the  escalating  costs  borne  by  local  school  districts.  Most  of  the  out  of  district 
placements  from  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  District  are  within  the  SouthCoast 
and  READS  Collaboratives,  thus  mitigating  expensive  financial  costs  to  private  day  or 
residential  programs. 

Central  Office  Administrative  Appointments: 

With  the  departure  of  Dr.  Kisiel,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  Mr.  Delude,  School 
Business  Administrator,  the  central  office  administration  is  now  comprised  of  the  following 
individuals: 

•  Dr.  Francis  Connor,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  previously  Assistant  Superintendent  and 
Administrator  of  Pupil  Services  (1989-1997). 

•  Dr.  Christopher  Kendall,  Interim  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools,  previously  Special 
Education  Director,  Interim  Superintendent,  Principal,  and  Pupil  Personnel  Director  in 
Massachusetts  and  Florida. 

•  Mr.  Thomas  Moon,  School  Business  Administrator,  previously  Business  Manager, 
Accountant,  and  Treasurer  for  school  districts  and  towns  in  Connecticut,  Massachusetts, 
and  Rhode  Island. 

In  conclusion,  as  the  new  Superintendent  of  Schools  I  look  forward  to  working 
collaboratively  with  the  school  committee,  administration,  teachers,  and  support  staff  to 
carry  on  the  fine  tradition  of  excellence  expected  by  the  citizens  of  both  communities.

The  1997  Falcons’  athletic  teams  enjoyed  a  great  deal  of  success.  The  football  team,  golf 
team,  cross  country  team,  and  baseball  team  all  completed  their  seasons  as  South  Coast 
Conference  champions  or  co-champions.  I 

Curriculum  and  Instruction: 

Ten  minor  courses  were  added  to  the  curriculum  in  order  to  meet  time  and  learning  * 
requirements. 
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Advanced  Placement  European  History  was  added  to  the  curriculum. 

The  Business  Technology  Department  has  connected  their  Multimedia  PC  Lab  to  the 
Internet. 

The  Science  Department  had  two  laboratories  completely  remodeled.  Rooms  222  and  227 
now  have  computers  and  access  to  the  Internet  to  help  with  their  experiments. 

The  English  Department  has  added  a  Pioneer  Disk  Player  to  their  computer  system.  It  adds 
another  method  in  which  English  students  can  become  more  involved  in  the  curriculum  and 
helps  in  their  reading  of  great  works  of  literature. 

The  Vocational  High  School  has  added  4  new  computer  stations  to  the  Auto  CAD  Arch- 
Tech  Drawing  classes.  The  mill  carpentry  shop  also  has  received  a  computerized  router. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  took  a  group  of  language  students  to  Spain  and  Portugal 
to  help  them  to  better  use  and  understand  the  languages  they  are  studying. 

Faculty: 

Mary  Carter  and  Donald  Murray  have  been  appointed  to  the  Massachusetts  Business 
Educators’  Association  for  the  1997-98  school  year.  They  have  attended  at  least  4  regional 
meetings  and  are  currently  at  work  on  the  implementation  of  the  annual  convention  for  the 
state  to  be  in  March. 

Mathematics  Department  Chairperson,  Suzanne  Flaherty,  attended  a  one  week  A.P. 
Calculus  workshop  in  July. 

Social  studies  members  attended  various  conferences  and  workshops  dealing  with  school 
law,  curriculum,  and  classroom  management  strategies. 

Members  of  the  Science  Department  have  taken  various  courses  dealing  with  the  Internet, 
A.P.  Chemistry  and  A.P.  Physics. 

Members  of  the  Special  Education  Department  have  taken  courses  dealing  with  conflict 
resolution  and  addiction  disorders. 

Enrollment: 

As  of  October  1,  1997,  there  were  862  students  enrolled  at  the  high  school:  324  from 
Dighton  and  537  from  Rehoboth.  This  represents  a  decrease  of  18  students  from  last  year. 

Class  of  1997: 

This  senior  class  had  200  students,  206  of  whom  graduated,  2  who  did  not  meet  graduation 
requirements,  and  1 1  who  withdrew  during  the  school  year.  Of  the  206  graduates,  Dighton 
had  75  students  (34%)  and  Rehoboth  had  145  students  (66%).  Of  the  206  graduates,  159 
went  on  to  further  their  education  (77%),  40  went  to  work  (19.5%),  3  went  into  the  service 
(1.5%),  and  4  had  unknown  plans  (2%). 
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Senior  Class  Achievement: 

Kimberly  V.  Miller  was  named  the  Robert  T.  Roy  Medal  winner  as  the  Outstanding  Member 
of  the  senior  class.  Kimberly  was  also  the  valedictorian  and  Melissa  Haskell  was  the 
salutatorian. 

Superior  and  Outstanding  Academic  Awards  were  presented  to  59  seniors  and  13  members 
received  awards  and  certificates  for  Perfect  Attendance  for  all  of  their  4  years  of  high  school. 

A  total  of  157  seniors  (71.5%)  took  the  College  Board  SAT’s.  The  mean  verbal  score  was 
531  and  the  mean  math  score  was  52 1 .  The  verbal  mean  for  Massachusetts  was  508  and  the 
national  mean  was  505;  the  math  mean  for  Massachusetts  was  508  and  the  national  was  511.

Scholarships: 

Kimberly  V.  Miller  received  the  1 3th  Annual  Mustard  Seed  Scholarship  of  $8,000  for  each  i 
of  4  years  at  college  for  a  total  of  $32,000.  i 

The  Citizens’  Scholarship  Foundation  awarded  105  scholarships  to  members  of  the  senior 
class  who  are  attending  schools  of  higher  learning.  They  also  awarded  grants  to  6  students 
who  graduated  from  the  Vocational  School.  Total  awards  amounted  to  more  than  $40,000. 

Academic  Accomplishments: 

The  National  Merit  Foundation  commended  2  students  in  the  Class  of  1998,  Brian  Dewhirst 
and  Michael  Taylor. 

Forty-one  new  members  were  inducted  into  the  James  F.  Frates  Chapter  of  the  National 
Honor  Society  in  November.  This  brought  the  total  number  of  members  to  73.

Curriculum  and  Instruction: 

In  the  area  of  curriculum,  a  new  mathematics  program  in  grades  five  and  six  is  being 
implemented  this  year.  This  program,  Math  Central,  places  more  emphasis  on  problem 
solving  and  the  use  of  manipulatives.  Also,  the  new  district-wide  lanaguage  arts  program  is 
being  fully  implemented  for  the  First  time.  The  same  holds  true  for  the  health,  physical 
education  and  family  science  programs.  Those  were  revised  last  year  to  match  the  new  state 
frameworks.

The  Dighton  PTO,  under  the  current  leadership  of  Mary  Lou  Rose,  has  done  an 
outstanding  job  to  support  our  school  programs.  The  outgoing  president,  Mrs.  Cheryl 
Amaral,  deserves  much  thanks  for  all  she  accomplised.  Money  raised  by  the  PTO  has  funded 
student  assemblies,  paid  for  field  trips,  and  helped  purchase  educational  materials  among 
other  things. 

The  Dighton  DARE  Program  in  cooperation  with  the  Dighton  Police  Department  remains 
a  strong,  positive  force  in  our  school.  The  dedication  of  Office  Edward  Dutra,  the  DARE  . 
officer,  is  highly  commendable.  Besides  the  regular  classroom  instruction  that  is  part  of  the 
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DARE  program,  Officer  Dutra  brought  a  nationally  acclaimed  bicycle  safety  program  to  our 
school,  organized  after  school  roller  skating  parties  for  the  students,  and  helped  to  fund  the 
production  of  new  student  handbooks  which  display  a  strong  anti-substance  abuse  message.

School: 

Personnel: 


1 .  Ms.  Stephanie  Farley  was  hired  as  a  second  grade  teacher  at  Dighton  Elementary  School. 
Ms.  Farley  holds  a  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  from  the  University  of  Dayton,  Dayton  OH 
and  is  certified  in  both  elementary  education  and  special  needs. 

2.  Ms.  Suzanne  Lazzara  was  hired  as  a  third  grade  teacher  at  Dighton  Elementary  School. 
Ms.  Lazzara  holds  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree  from  Curry  College,  Milton,  MA  and  is 
certified  in  both  elementary  education  and  special  needs. 

3.  Mrs.  Nancy  McGonagle  was  hired  as  a  special  education  teacher  for  grade  3  and  grade  4. 
Mrs.  McGonagle  holds  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree  from  the  University  of  Rhode  Island  and 
is  a  Master  of  Education  candidate  at  Lesley  College,  Cambridge,  MA.  Mrs.  McGonagle 
was  previously  employed  by  the  Wellesley,  MA  school  department  and  is  certified  in  both 
elementary  education  and  special  needs. 

4.  Mrs.  Jacqueline  Ulmschneider  was  hired  as  the  teacher  for  the  Little  Rascal’s  Preschool. 
Mrs.  Ulmschneider  holds  a  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in  elementary  education  from 
Bridgewater  State  College.  She  was  previously  employed  by  the  Dighton-Rehoboth 
Regional  School  District  as  a  speech  and  language  tutor  and  as  an  instructional  learning 
assistant. 

5.  Mrs.  Cynthia  Monahan  was  hired  as  a  part-time  instructional  learning  assistant  for  the 
morning  kindergarten  session.  Mrs.  Monahan  holds  a  Master  of  Education  Degree  from 
Rhode  Island  College.  She  has  fourteen  years  experience  in  elementary  education. 

6.  Ms.  Mary  Rourke  has  assumed  the  duties  of  our  special  education  coordinator  upon  the 
departure  of  Mrs.  Ann  DiDomenico,  who  is  now  the  psychologist  at  Beckwith  Middle 
School.  Ms.  Rourke  has  worked  in  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  District  for  six 
years,  most  currently  here  at  Dighton  Elementary  School  as  the  special  education  teacher 
in  grade  1  and  in  grade  2.  She  has  retained  these  teaching  duties  as  well  as  those  of 
coordinator. 

Curriculum  and  Programs: 

In  the  area  of  curriculum,  the  school  district  has  implemented  a  new  mathematics 
program  in  grades  1-4.  We  are  using  the  Houghton-Mifflin  Math  Central  series  that 
stresses  hands-on  activities,  as  well  as  open-ended  questions  and  critical  problem  solving. 
Teachers  have  been  receiving  on-going  technical  support  for  teaching  with  this  series. 

Savings  Makes  “Cents”  and  Junior  Achievement  are  two  programs  that  have 
continued  here  at  Dighton  Elementary  School.  This  year  we  have  seen  the  Junior 
Achievement  Program  expanded  to  include  grades  2-4.  The  format  for  each  program  is  as 
follows:  grade  2,  Our  Community;  grade  3,  Our  City;  and  grade  4,  Our  Region.  The 
curriculum  in  Junior  Achievement  complements  and  parallels  our  existing  social  studies 
curriculum. 
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Dighton  Elementary  School  played  host  from  September,  1997  through  January,  1998 
to  a  visiting  Japanese  teaching  intern.  To  promote  diversity  in  our  school,  we  invited  Ms. 
Miyuki  Nabeshima  to  spend  five  months  with  us.  Ms.  Nabeshima  has  worked  with  teachers 
in  all  grades  and  disciplines  to  expose  students  to  Japanese  language,  geography,  and 
culture.  This  program,  made  possible  through  the  Japanese  School  Teaching  Assistant 
Program,  has  been  an  enjoyable  as  well  as  educational  experience  for  students  and  staff 
alike. 

At  DES,  we  have  adopted  a  process  of  learning  science  that  stresses  hands-on  activities 
including  push  and  pull  lessons;  growing  plants;  rocks  and  minerals;  weather;  magnets  and 
electricity  ;  living  things;  light  and  color;  dinosaurs;  states  of  mater;  water  cycles;  pollution; 
energy;  the  Solar  System  and  Earth’s  land  resources.  We  were  visited  by  representatives 
from  the  Museum  of  Science  who  brought  an  inflatable  plastic  dome  about  twelve  feet  high 
and  twenty-five  feet  across  which  projects  a  realistic  model  of  the  night  sky. 

The  first  annual  science  fair  was  held  for  grades  3  and  4.  All  projects  were  experiment- 
based  and  went  hand  in  hand  with  the  new  science  curriculum. 

Family  Math  and  Science  Nights  were  held  in  grades  K,  1,  and  4. 

Staff  Achievements: 

Knowing  that  professionals  always  stay  abreast  of  current  trends  in  their  fields,  ten  faculty 
members  completed  one  or  more  graduate  courses  over  the  past  year.  Also,  Mr.  Brian 
Michaud  completed  his  Masters  of  Science  Degree  in  music  education  from  the  University 
of  Connecticut. 

In  June,  1997,  the  faculty  selected  Mrs.  Maureen  Borghesani  as  recipient  of  the  Golden 
Apple  Award.  This  award  is  also  referred  to  as  Teacher  of  the  Year  and  is  sponsored  by  the 
Dighton  Parent  Teacher  Organization. 

Community  Involvement: 

The  staff  at  Dighton  Elementary  School  works  closely  with  many  community  members. 
The  Dighton  Council  on  Aging  and  Dighton  Elementary  School  have  had  many 
opportunities  for  intergenerational  activities.  These  included  a  card  exchange,  pen  pals, 
caroling  and  holiday  parties. 

Students  at  Dighton  Elementary  School  were  quite  busy  with  two  clothing  drives.  The 
first  was  to  benefit  families  left  homeless  by  a  devastating  fire  in  Providence,  RI  and  the 
second,  to  supply  much  needed  clothing  to  patients  at  Taunton  State  Hospital.  Students  also 
participated  in  the  Thanksgiving  food  drive  to  help  local  families  and  a  penny  collection  to 
help  the  Dighton  Lions  Club  with  their  annual  Christmas  Drive. 

Students  in  grades  2-4  participated  in  the  St.  Jude  Hospital  Math-a-thon.  One  hundred 
thirteen  children  raised  $5,022.02  by  pledging  to  do  math  problems.  A  spokesperson  for  the 
hospital  stated  that  this  is  more  than  any  other  school  has  raised. 
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We  have  been  working  with  Dighton  Cooperative  Productions  to  provide  “work”  for 
their  clients.  This  agency  services  clients  with  severe  special  needs. 


At  Thanksgiving,  patients  at  the  Dighton  Nursing  Home  were  the  recipients  of  some 
wonderful  home-made  goodies  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  first  grade  teachers,  parents,  and 
children. 

Other  community  groups  that  visited  or  contributed  to  the  schools  included  the  Dighton 
Fire  Department,  the  Dighton  Police  Department,  representatives  of  the  Dighton  branch  of 
the  Bank  of  Fall  River,  and  the  Dighton  Dandelions.  Community  members  also  come  into 
Dighton  Elementary  School  to  read  to  classes,  tutor  individual  students  or  do  clerical  work. 
We  have  benefited  greatly  from  the  commitment. 


The  Dighton  Elementary  School  Council  serves  as  an  advisory  board  to  the  principal. 
For  the  1997-98  school  year,  the  council  will  oversee  three  school  improvements  plans.  The 
first  of  these,  “to  empower  students  to  identify,  understand,  and  accept  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  belonging  to  a  diverse  community”  is  a  continuation  of  the  1996-97 
school  improvement  plan.  The  second  goal  is  “to  teach  students  the  skills  and  concepts 
necessary  to  become  successful  problem  solvers.”  Our  action  plan  states  that  all  grade  level 
teams  will  work  together  to  ensure  the  implementation  of  the  plans  developed  by  them  which 
encourage  the  use  of  open-ended  questions.  Our  final  plan  is  “to  improve  communication 
between  home  and  school.”  To  meet  this  goal,  we  have  written  a  Parent/Student/Teacher 
Compact  that  defines  the  goals,  expectations,  and  shared  responsibilities  of  our  school,  our 
parents,  and  our  students  in  the  learning  experience.  We  have  redesigned  the  Student/ 
Parent  Handbook  and  our  Meet  the  Teacher  Night.  We  are  also  in  the  process  of 
restructuring  our  reporting  system  to  make  parents  aware  of  their  children’s  progress.
